Tulips  do  best  in  sandy  loam  to  which  some  well-rotted  manure  or  other  fer¬ 
tilizer  has  been  added.  Be  sure  there  is  good  drainage  for  water  is  the  worst 
enemy  of  the  Tulips.  Plant  the  bulbs  about  five  or  six  inches  apart  and  cover 
about  three  inches  deep.  For  indoors  treat  the  same  as  you  do  for  Hyacinths. 


The  Darwins  are  rapidly  becoming  the  most  pop¬ 
ular  of  all  Tulips.  This  is  due  to  their  clear, 
bright  colors,  their  tall,  sturdy  growth,  and  their 
large,  beautifully  formed,  cup-shaped  flowers.  The 
colors  are  brilliant  but  not  harsh,  and  the  differ¬ 
ent  varieties  harmonize  well  when  planted  together 
or  with  other  flowers.  They  are  especially  beautiful 
in  masses  and  make  a  wonderful  foreground  for 
shrubbery.

Lilium  Regal  or  Myriophyllum 

(REGAL  LILY)

These  are  American  grown  and  most  beautiful;  their  fragrance  is  so 
strong  that  a  pot  of  five  or  six  plants  will  perfume  an  entire  house. 
Especially  fine  for  cut  flowers,  as  the  buds  open  in  water,  last  a  remark¬ 
ably  long  time,  and  fill  the  air  with  a  most  delicate  perfume.  They  force 
readily  and  can  be  had  in  bloom  by  Christmas  if  planted  early,  and  a 
continuance  of  bloom  is  maintained  by  bringing  them  in  gradually  and 
planting  in  succession.

Among  the  very  first  flowers  to  appear  in  the  Spring.  Are  often  seen  blooming  in  favorable  places 
even  before  the  snow  is  off  the  ground.  They  are  usually  planted  outdoors,  but  can  also  be  used 
indoors. 


They  should  be  planted  about  3  inches  deep.  As  the  new  bulbs  are  formed  on  top  of  the  old  ones,  they  must  be 
planted  deep  to  keep  them  from  getting  too  near  the  surface. 

Do  not  plant  them  too  early  in  the  Fall  or  they  will. start  growing  before  Winter,  and  this  injures  the  flowers.  The 
best  effect  is  obtained  by  planting  in  masses  or  borders.  They  are  often  set  in  various  places  on  the  lawn.  Simply 
lift  the  turf  with  a  trowel  and  insert  the  bulb  about  3  inches  deep.  The  tops  will  lie  down  soon  after  blooming,  but 
bulbs  will  live  and  bloom  again  next  year.

For  outdoor  culture  first  spade  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  8  inches.  If  the  soil  is  poor,  work  in 
some  well  rotted  manure.  Then  plant  the  bulbs  so  that  there  is  about  three  inches  of  soil  above 
the  bulb  and  have  them  about  8  inches  apart.  Get  them  planted  as  early  in  the  fall  as  possible  and 
they  will  need  no  further  attention  except  perhaps  a  covering  of  leaves  or  straw  in  very  severe 
climates. 

For  indoor  culture  use  4-inch  pots  for  single  bulbs  and  6  to  8-inch  pots  for  three  to  five  bulbs. 
Use  good  soil  and  arrange  for  good  drainage.  Plant  the  bulbs  about  an  inch  below  the  surface, 
water  thoroughly,  and  put  away  in  a  dark  cellar,  or  bury  them,  pot  and  all,  about  8  inches  below 
the  surface  in  the  garden.  Let  them  stand  6  or  7  weeks  and  bring  them  into  the  house  a  few  at  a 
time.  During  their  growth  in  the  house  they  should  be  kept  near  the  light  (avoiding  direct  sun), 
well  watered  and  in  a  temperature  of  from  50  to  70  degrees. 

It  is  better  to  leave  the  bulbs  outdoors  or  in  the  cellar  until  the  sprout  has  reached  the  size 
of  a  man’s  finger.  This  brings  them  into  bloom  a  little  later  but  the  bells  will  open  more  uni¬ 
formly  and  will  result  in  a  much  better  flower.

Plant  them  as 
early  in  the  Fall  as  possible,  from  5  to  6  inches  deep 
and  from  2  to  3  feet  apart.  Be  sure  to  put  some  well- 
rotted  manure  or  other  fertilizer  in  the  bottom  of  each 
hole.  Press  the  ground  carefully  around  the  roots,  being 
careful  not  to  break  the  crown.  Should  the  Fall  be  very 
dry,  water  them  a  few  times  to  produce  a  healthy  growth 
of  foliage,  which  is  necessary  to  insure  perfect  blooming.
